T WAS no distinction to be the Governor of one of the great states of the 
American Union aboard the steamer Alton on its recent trip from St. 
Louis to Memphis. Governors were the commonest persons aboard. That

It is easy to distinguish a Governor in a crowd of St. Louisans in a parade, 
because he usually wears a silk hat and a long-skirted coat, with other gar- 
ments, of course, that befit the dignified position that he holds among his fel- 


low men. 


But the 17 governors doffed their dress-parade costumes—that is, their 


silk hats—as soon as the Alton began its journey southward. 


Then they 


looked like other ordinarily good-looking Americans. 
Here is the way it was determined exactly who were governors by the 


non-governors aboard: 


First, the roll of newspaper correspondents was called 


and all were properly identified. Then the roll of the Business Men’s League 
committeemen was sounded and they, too, were properly labeled. Capt. Leyhe 
next pointed out everybody on the boat who belonged to the crew. That made 


the situation comfortable. 


The identified section then called everybody else 


they met “Governor.” Sometimes the unidentified one would simply be asked 
the name of his State, the questioner knowing he was a Governor in advance and 


not thinking it worth while to go into that detail. 


It became apparent soon after the Al- 
ton started down stream that Govs. 
Folk, Hoch and Deneen were the best- 
advertised members of the gubernatori- 
a' seventeen. Various members of the 
party asked that the Governor of Mis- 
souri, the Governor of Kansas and the 
Governor of Illinois be pointed out. 
When found and identified, it was no- 
ticed that all of them were smoothly 
shaven, and looked not unlike preach- 
ers. 

Deneen proved to be about the same 
size as Folk, while Hoch was taller 
than either of his confreres. 

Throughout the trip they frequently 
appeared together, Folk always wear- 
ing the black slouch hat supposed to 
be indicative of the Missouri country 
Democrat, while Hoch and Deneen wore 
black derbies. The fact that he wore a 
Prince Albert with the black derby did 
not worry Gov. Hoch, but Gov. Deneen 
was careful to switch to a cutaway 
garment before appearing with his 
derby. ; | 

With this smooth-faced trio identified, 
it required little work to ascertain that 
two other whiskerless men aboard were 
also governors. These were Frantz of 
Oklahoma and Curry of New Mexico. 


Gov. Frants’s Tan Sombrero. 


Frantz, wearing a tan-colored som- 
brero, with a creamy-hued ribbon, pre- 
sented an attractive figure, tall, broad- 
shouldered and athlietic-looking. Cur- 
ry's sunburned face gave one a strik- 
ing impression of the arduous service 
he had undergone for Uncle Sam in the 
Philippines. 

’ A search of the Alton revealed still 
other smvoth-faced governors—Burke of 
North Dakota, a quiet man of apparent- 
ly retiring disposition, tall and of scme- 
* what angular build; Sheldon of Nebras- 
ka, a long-haired giant, with the swar- 
thy complexion of an Indian; Noe} of 
Mississippi, a bald, elderly Southern 
gentleman, and Comer of Alabama, 4 
middle-aged, fatherly - looking man, 
wearing spectacles. 
- This narrowed the identification down 
to the mustached mariners. They were 
found to include Cummins of Iowa, 
Broward of Florida. Davidson of Wis- 
consin, Crawford of South Dakota, 
Chamberlain of Oregon, Blanchard of 
Louisiana and Warner of Michigan. 
_ Bryant B. Brooks, the Governor of 
Wyoming, appeared in a class by him- 
self. He wore a grayish oeard. 

It was not necessary for the Gover- 
nor of North Carolina to be aboard. 
What he said to the Governor of South 
Carolina on an equally historic occa- 
sion was repeated by the Business 
Men's League to the Governor of North 
Dakota and the Governor of South Da- 
kota and to the Governor of every other 
State. Many of them seemed pleased 
and accepted the invitation, while oth- 
ers did not. Gov. Hoch of Kansas was 
notable among the executives who sus- 
tained his State's prohibition attitude by 
his personal conduct.

Curry told the other governors that 
when he got to Memphis he. intended 
looking up a man named Sweeney, 
whom Gen. Luke Wright took to Samar 
from his native city—Memphis—and 
made a Justice of the Peace. 

“Sweeney didn’t like niggers any bet- 
ter in Samar than he did in Memphis,” 
Curry related. “A nigger was taken be- 
fore him for disturbing the peace. The 
nigger showed in his defense an honor- 
able discharge from the United States 
Volunteers. According to Curry, the fol- 
lowing conversation then took place: 

“What war were you in?" 

“Spanish Wah.” 

“Oh, that wa'n’t no wah at all. ri 
just fine you double the usual amount.’’ 

Gov. Chamberlain of Oregon ran Cur- 
ry a close contest for the story-telling 
prize.

The boats were warped together $c 
nicely that the President was able to 
step from the cabin deck of the Missts- 
sippi to the cabin deck of the Alton. He 
Wore a dress suit with a black velvet 
vest and a white turn-down collar. His 
entourage, also in evening dress, includ- 
ed a secret service man, his assistant 
secretary, his stenographer, Surgeon 
General Rixey and Col. John A. Ocker- 
son of Str. Louis. 


President in Good Spirits. 


The Presiaent was in the best of spir- 
its and greeted the governors aboard 
the Alton with as much enthusiasm 48 
he had attacked the trusts at the Jal 
Alai Building earlier in the day. 

The President of the United States 
does not permit newspaper correspond- 
ents to quote his exact language, S50 it 
only may be stated here that to the first 
several governors he met he took occa- 
sion to reiterate some of the views hé 
publicly expressed earlier in the day. 
When he talked to any of them, he em- 
phasized all his points with the same 
vigorous gestures he uses in public 
speaking. 

Gov. Napoleon B. Broward of Florida 
Was the first Governor to switch the 
drift of the President's comments. The 
Florida executive is a large man with 
very broad shoulders, a swarthy com- 
piexion and a black mustache. He was 
one of the few governors who wore 4 
sack suit and slouch hat throughout the 
festivities. 

When the President sheok hands with 
the Florida executive he made some 
comment indicating that he was famil- 
lar with Gov. Broward’s career. Then 
Broward surprised many of his hearers 
by telling how he had been a filibusterer 
and relating many details of thrilling 
experiences off the coast of small is- 
lands in the West Indies before the decla- 
ration of war with Spain. It was 
stated that Gov. Broward was one of 
the owners’ of the Three Friends, @ ves- 
sel that was extensively chased by both 
American and Spanish vessels before the 
war. ve 

Folk Enjoys Broward’s Authority. 

The dinner bell interrupted the Brow- 
ard oratory and as the band played a 
martial melody, Gov. Folk of Missouri 
told the man who escorted him to the 
table that he had learned more than fili- 
bustering news from Gov. Breward. 

“He told me that he has the power 
as Governor of Florida to remove prose- 
cuting attorneys and justices of the 
Peace. [I wish I had it.”

President’s Stenographer Busy. 


The Pres:dent’s- dress-suited stenogra- 
pher took <= standing position near him 
as he began to speak and jotted down 
his every word. Following his speech, 
Gov. Folk presented the President with 
a painting of the mouth of the Missouri 
River and told him it was opposite 
Elsah, as the painter, F. O. Sylvester of 
St. Louis, had inadvertently led him to 
believe. 

Gov. Deneen, when called on to speak 
on deep waterways, began by declaring 
that Gov. Folk had moved the Missouri 
14 miles through the valley, as its 
mouth is that far distant from Elsah. 
Sylvester came to Folk’s relief by ex- 
plaining that he had caused the impres- 
sion that the Missouri was opposite El- 
sah by saving that the picture was 
painted ‘“‘from the hills of Elsah.” Mr. 
Sylvester also gave Gov. Folk an ode 
on the departed glories of Elsah, IIl., 
which Folk gave to the President with- 
out reading. 

President Roosevelt laughed at this 
discussion and was in fine humor when 
Mr. Smith declared the meting ad- 
journed. A Boston newspaper corre- 
spondent made the President even hap- 
pier by shouting leud enough to drewn 
the steam whistles: 

““Rah-rah-rah, Rah-rah-rah, Rah-rah- 
rah, Harvard.” 

The President, who is a Harvard 
alumnus, quickly joined in the familiar 
shout, then turned on the correspondent 
and asked: ‘“‘What class?’ 


Pleased by Harvard Yell. 


The shovter told him 9% and 
President said he was “bully glad” to 
hear him give the yell. 

The Alton stopped at Pitts Landing 
to let the President’s party return to 
their boat without taking the chan.ces 
attendant upon a midriver crossing on 
a narrow plank. No one was awake at 
Pitt's Landing at the time. A house 
was visible about a quarter of a mile 
away and the tenants were aw2kened by 
newspaper correspondents with the re- 
quest that they carry messages to the 
nearest telephone. They gladly accepted 
the employment. 

The 17 governors were soon asleep and, 
when they awakened Thursday morning 
they learned from wireless dispatches 
that there was weeping and wailing and 
gnashing of teeth abroad the Tenness- 
see, a companion boat. Word had 
reached 26 congressmen on board that 
ship that the Deep Waterways boomers 
had banqueted the President and the 
governors and not invited them. 

It is said they loudly proclaimed that 
they were the “‘boys’’ with the votes on 
waterways appropriations, something it 
would be well to remember. This inci- 
dent was soon forgotten. 

Crowds of flag-waving and handker- 
ehief-fluttering men, women and chil- 
dren saluted the presidential flotilla at 
each small village, but no stops were 
made in response. 


Epidemic of Third Term Talk. 
At Cairo nearly all the governors went 
eut te. St. Mary’s Park to listen to the

President. They returned filled with en- 
thusiasm. Particularly did the Repub- 
lican governors praise Roosevelt and 
commence talking about him for a third 
term. It was one of the heavy topics 
of conversation on the way down the 
river from Cairo. Gov. Warner of Mich- 
igan had started the talk the nfght be- 
fore by saying every Republican in 
Michigan wanted him. Gov. Davidson of 
Wisconsin ‘raised the ante” by saying 
that Roosevelt will be nominated again 
without doubt. Hochof Kansas uttered 
similar sentiments and said later that, 
‘if the convention were held tomorrow, 
Roosevelt would run over it and stam- 
pede it like a herd of cattle, even if he 
said he didn’t want the nomination.” 

Below Cairo the governors commented 
on a touching display of patriotism. 
Along the Illinois shore in a somewhat 
desolate-looking section the banks of the 
river had been strewn with red, white 
and blue bunting. There wag no one 
near to cheer the President of the 
United States, but the tri-colored bunt- 
ing on the barren banks testified elo- 
quently to the sentiments of some one in 
the neighborhood. 

Missouri Cake for the President. 

When the Alton reached New Madrid 
t stopped to permit mewspaper corre- 
spondents to file dispatches. Evidently 
a stop by the President’s boat had been 
hoped for by the populace, as it was 
lined up at the bank with cheers and 
music. As the Altons gang-plank was 
lowering a mysterious shout announced 
‘‘a message for the President.”’ After it 
was repeated several times it was dis- 
covered to be coming from a small 
launch some distance away from the Al- 
ton, pulling towards shore. When the 
launch was tied up, a Catholic priest, 
who proved to be the Rev. Father Fur- 
long of New Madrid, stepped from the 
launch and hurried along the rocky 
bank and through some shallow water 
to the Alton, where he handed to two 
correspondents a huge cake, smothered 
in icing, and gorgeously decorated with 
roses and white satin ribbons, a smali 
American flag floating from its apex. 

“A gift to the President from the 
school children of New Madrid,” ex- 
claimed Father Furlong in handing over 
the pretty confection. The correspond- 
ents promised to deliver the cake to the 
President, and they did. 

When the Alton started again, a mes- 
sage was megaphoned from the McKen- 
zie, which carried the Inland Water- 
ways Commission, stating that Con- 
gressman Burton would come aboard 
after dinner. President Smith of the 
Business Men's League replied, asking 
Mr. Burton to come before dinner. 

It Was Burton’s Busy Day. 

“Mr. Burton’s too dam busy,’’ was the 
megaphoned reply. 

But Burton arrived after dinner and 
with him the members of the commis- 
sion. Their coming broke up a musicale 
in honor of the governors. The orches- 
tra was put to bed while Mr. Burton’s 
commission corralled the 17 governors. 

Burton’s plans did not furnish much 
fun for the Alton’s passengers. Mr. 
Burton is not a funny man. He does 
serious things. He told the Governors 
to orgauize and select a chairman. They 
selected Folk of Missouri. Cummins of 
Iowa they made secretary. Then Bur- 
ton asked the Governors to sign a re- 
quest to the President to call a national 
convention at Washington in January to 
devise plans for irrigation and the de- 
velopment of coal lanas and the pre- 
servation of forests and many other 
things.

for at least 180 days, as his license has 
been suspended for that time.

OUR EXPERIMENT WITH BUREAUCRACY.

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MR. BRYAN’S GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 

As a preacher of public and private righteous- 
ness, Mr. Roosevelt has outdone Mr. Bryan. Ex- 
ercising great power, Mr. Roosevelt has also ac- 
complished more than Mr. Bryan, who has had 
to content himself with private station.

Perhaps if Mr. Bryan were to operate in a dif- 
ferent field for a season, the result would be bene- 
ficial to himself, to his party and to the country. 

The deep waterway movement in the Middle 
West is in need of a champion and it is well 
worthy of all the energy and ability which Mr. 
Bryan is known to possess. He has been a tire- 
less agitator of questions involving finance, 
morals, imperialism, railway regulation, manage- 
ment of corporations, Government ownership and 
the referendum. 

In some of these things he has been inculcating 
ai. experimental philosophy and dealing with sub- 
jects which were already under treatment by men 
in office. In others he has discussed problems 
of world-wide application which must necessarily 
await solution in the distant future. 

If after all these years of agitation Mr. Bryan 
could now fix his attention upon river improve- 
ment, we believe that he not only would render 
his fellow countrymen a distinguished service, 
but he would do more to make himself President 
of the United States than could be accompiished 
in any other manner. 

The subject is not one to be taken up at hap- 
hazard and to be treated of superficially. It calls 
for profound study, thorough investigation and 
persistent labor. Thus equipped, the oratorical 
gifts and the enthusiasm of Mr. Bryan would 
make him invincible as an advocate of a work 
which, carried to success, would give him ever- 
lasting fame. 

While there has been need of a moral awaken- 
ing in this country, a great and progressive people 
cannot forever be engaged in introspection. Evils 
there are and evils there must be, but we can 
hardly afford to devote our entire time to their 
consideration. We must have other things in 
mind and we must not forget the material in 
reaching after the moral and the spiritual. 

Mr. Roosevelt is doing all the necessary preach- 
ing with wonderful zeal. He is more effective 
as an exhorter than Mr. Bryan because he hap- 
pens to occupy the pulpit. No one can compete 
with him in that field. Mr. Bryan has done him- 
self injustice by attempting to do so for so long 


a time. 
We would suggest that he give the subject of

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WHO ARE THE MILKSOPS? 

The people having had many opportunities to 
smile over the President’s weaklings, cowards, 
cravens, mollycoddles and milksops, and _ the 
whole category having again been passed in re- 
view during the past week in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, it may be in order to ask: Whom does he 
mean? 

It is hardly possible that a man will speak and 
write continuously on a subject and with unvary- 
ing references to a well-defined but anonymous

somebodies in mind. 

In the good old days of stalwart partyism, when

brave and worthy citizen. It is not so easy, how- 
ever, to determine the element which he has in 
mind when he belabors the undesirable weaklings. 

Perhaps thinking people would have more re- 
spect for Mr. Roosevelt if he were courageous 
enough to name names in this .connection. A 
square deal for everybody presupposes, we take it, 
that even the mollycoddle is to have a fighting 
chance. 
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MOONSHINE OLEO AND FOOD PRICES. 

The capture and burning of a whisky still in the 
Cumberland Mountains is a flash in the pan to the 
luminous exposure of grave and far-reaclfing con- 
ditions of fraud when men in a great city at mid- 
night will stand and fight revenue officers to 
death in defense of “illicit” food counterfeiting. 

The issue here opened by the raid on an oleo- 
margarine coloring “still’”—one of a nest of them 
scented out by Government—is not merely that of 
the individual at table who is cheated in the one 
article of food, but goes deep into the system of 
food frauds which fosters adulteration and makes 
possible counterfeiting of any kind, legal or il- 
licit. 

It is impossible to comprehend or define in 
terms of honesty the national and industrial prin- 
ciple which permits, even upon payment of rev- 
enue, the coloring of oleomargarine at all, and 
it is only a variation of the same iniquity which 
licenses fraud when men evade the tax. 

But the principle itself which maintains food 
counterfeiting is in turn related to the larger 
scheme of trust-developed extortion that finds 
contemporaneous illustration in a _ systematic 
advance of all food prices. 

There is no famine; there are no bread riots 
in the cities. Fraud and famine do not go to-

Such food poverty as we experience in a year 
of nature’s bounty, in an era of prosperity, is an 
artificial creation—the creation of great combines 
‘that make pricés and make laws, that make, in- 
deed, conditions. 

These conditions permeated with dishonesty 
stimulate every food cheat and evil device, pre- 
miumize adulteration and counterfeiting; and 
}when the men who fight to death at midnight for 
the scandalous profits of an oleo “‘still’’ are seen 
to be virtually in league with the great food mo- 
nopolists and fixers the whole fraud is eloquently 
proclaimed and made to shine and stink like a 
mackerel in the moonlight before the eyes and 
nostrils of a nation. 
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SOCIALISM’S SENSITIVE NEOPHYTES. 

Because the Post-Dispatch expressed surprise 
at the undoubted fact that belief in Socialism 
seems to lead many people straight to free love 
and anarchy, an esteemed correspondent in Gi- 
rard, Kan., writes that ‘“‘whether it was meant or 
not, the editorial is a slander upon the Socialist 
home.” 

There are some mischievous Socialists in Gi- 
rard, Kan., who are doing what they can to 
revolutionize government and society in the Unit- 
ed States, but it is readily to be believed that 
many of their followers are reputable and well 
disposed.

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A Novel Solar Engine—Chemical Discoveries Extraordinary — Electritally-Made Blood 
Bread in Four Hours—Whale Skin Leather—A New Search for the 
South Pole. 
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MAKES SUN DO HIS WORK. 

According to a correspondent of the New york 
Times, Frank Shuman has his solar engine going 
constantly in the yard in the rear of his home in Phil. 
adelphia. 

Two sheets of glass, ordinary window panes, lie 
parallel to each other an inch apart over a sunken 
box, 60 by 18 feet, the familiar hotbed of farmers and 
florists. Beneath the glass are colled iron Pipes, which 
connect with a condenser and pumping engine. That 
is all there is to it. 

The rays of the sun pass through the layers of 
glass to the blackened iron pipes and are converted 
into heat, which is retained by the glass. The heat 
is absorbed in the fluid, which drives the engine. 
Water is thus Pumped through a four-inch main into 
a large task. 

“By this means I have Obtained qa temperature «f 
240 degrees Fohrenheit, while :n the tropics 300 and 400 
degrees can easily be reached,” said Mr, Shuman, 
while he was explaining the proc -s.. 


NEW CHEMICAL WONDER. 

Prof. Wilhelm Ostwald of the University of Leipsic 
calis Sir William Rameay’s discovery that elements 
are capable of transmutation the greatest scientific 
achievement since the discovery of the practical 
achievement since the electric dynamo to mechanies. 
Sir William Ramsay has demonstrated that he can 
produce lithium from copper by the action of a so- 
lution of sulphate of copper on the emanations of cop- 
per. After the copper has been extracted by means 
of sulphuretted hydrogen from the Solution which 
had been in contact with the emanations of radium, 
a residue of ilthium remained. He has proved that 
should the emanations of radium, alone or mixed 
with hydrogen, be left in a vessel, after a time helium 
will be produced, In the event of the emanations 
coming into contact with water instead of helium, 
neon with slight traces of helium is the result. Then 
by dissolving in the solution a heavy metal, xenon 
or krypton is produced. Other substances also are 
present, but no exact definition of their character 
has been obtained owing to the infinitestimal quanti- 
ties in which they occur. Sodium and calclum have 
been observed among them, but the later possibty 
may have come from the experiments having been 
made in glass vessels. 


BLOOD MADE BY ELECTRICITY. 


Sir James A. Grant, physician to Earl Grey, Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, says that blood can actual- 
ly be made by electricity, by stimulating trough the 
abdominal walls the ganglia that take part in the 
process of blood formation. 

“For many years,’’ he explains, “I applHed electricl- 
ty in the ordinary way, frequently with beneficial re- 
sults, without knowing exactly why or the wherefere, 
As the body is largely composed of water, holding 
in solution salts of potash and soda, it becomes an 
excellent electrolyte. In no part of the human 8ys- 
tem are the irregularities of life more marked than 
in the alimentary canal, where the defenses of the 
organism permit the ingress of bacterial toxins. In 
this tract, the blood becomes interrupted. Under 
such circumstances, perfectly stable nervous system 
is a rarity. Here particularly electrolysis becomes 
an important factor, giving new activity by estab- 
lishing beyond doubt an average neuropsychic equl- 
librium.”’ 

He then introduces the passage quoted above about 
making blood. Among the cases cited is that of a 
man 71 years old, who had suffered for a number of 
years from muscular weakness and general debility. 


“Electrolytic treatment through the solar plexus," 
he says, “given every second day for three weeks, 
brought about an entire change for the better. The 
patient now walks with ease and comfort and his 
face regained its red color’. 


RAPID BRITISH FARMERS. 

The reproach so often leveled against British agri- 
culturists that they are slow and uuprogressive can 
never be raised again after a demonstration of motor 
harvesting given at Kirton (Lincs.) recently, says 
the London Times, when loaves were hande@ round 
baked from wheat that had been standing in the 
fields four hours before. 

The demonstration was given on the farm 
of Messrs. Dennis Brothers—one of the largest in the 
kingdom. 

An acre of standing wheat was marked out in the 
fields, cut, bound, fhreshed, and ground by motor im- 
plements, An acre of ground was also plowed, drilled, 
harrowed, and sown with a new crop within seven 
and one-half hours. This constitutes a world's rec- 
ord. 

At 11:3 the tractor started its work by taking the 
threshing drum into the wheat field. Five minutes 
later it began to draw two harvesters. These not 
only cut the wheat but bound it. Hal¢ a dozen men 
walking behind stacked it, and in exactly 15 minutes 
what had been an acre of growing crop was standing 
on the field ready to be placed on the cart which the 
tractor proceeded to draw round the field. 

By 1 o’clogk the wheat was lying at the side of the 
threshing drum. The tractor then got into position to 
drive the thresher. At 10 minutes past 1 a halt was 
called for luncheon, As soon as the threshing began 
the flour began to come out of the mill, which was 
being worked off a pulley on the threshing drum. 


LEATHER FROM WHALE SKINS. 

Newfoundland fishermen connected with the whal- 
ing industry have been conducting a series of experi- 
ments in an attempt to make whale leather a com- 
mercial product, and are said to be meeting with some 
success. The average whale hide covers a surface of 
about 1500 square feet, a square foot of the hide 
weighing from two to five ounces and being valued 
as high as 3 cents. The leather is exceedingly tough, 
and is said to possess great wearing qualities, there- 
by being peculiarly adapted to the covering of furn!- 
ture, carriage tops and seats and to automobile pur- 
poses. It is also said that the leather can be used 
for boots and shoes, 

Leather made from the intestines of the whale re- 
sembles kid, and is extremely thin and tough. 


BRITISH ANTARCTIC EXPEDITION. 
The Shackleton Antartic expedition will have for its 


immediate objective King Edward VII Land, and its 
main purpose will be to reach the South Pole, if that 
shall be possible, during the Antarctic summer of 
1908-9. In addition to the motor car referred to, the 
vessel, the Nimrod—a little Newfoundland _ sailing 
craft of 227 tons, with auxiliary engines —is carrying 
southward Siberlan ponies ag well as dogs. The 
ponies are in the nature of an experiment, but as they 
require much less food in proportion to their pulling 
power, Mr. Shackleton has great hope of their utill- 
ty. Magnetic surveys, both on the Antarctic Conti- 
nent and in the South Seas, are ag important por- 
tions of the expedition’s work ag the geographical 
research to be done by the landing party. January, 
1909, is the date fixed for the return of landing party 
and ship to the winter quarters, and the expedition 
should return to civilization in about two years.

thooretically, begin to replace coal by sas for do- 
mestic purposes. A cheap gas may be and has been 
manufactured in South Staffordshire and in Lon- 
don, which, while not fit for illumination, is per- 
fectly so for developing smokeless heat. 

In a presidential address before a conferenca@ on 
smoke abatement, during 1%6, Sir Oliver Lodge ad- 
monished his audience directly not to permit the 
combustion in cities of coal, but to insist instead on 
the regular preparation of cheap gas. I am afraid 
we in America have been too slow even to utilize 
matural gas as we should have done. 

In a book on the influence of smoke on the respira- 
tory organs (Stuttgart, 1905) Dr. Louis Ascher 4ar- 
Fives at the following conclusions: Since 1875 acute 
inflammations of the respiratory organs have tin- 
creased in Germany, England and America. This in- 
erease was studied in a possible connection with 
the diminution of the power of resistance and with 
. possible climatic or infectious causes. Neither of 
these factors could be charged with producing the in- 
crease of acute inflammatory respiratory ailments. 

Carefully collected facts prove a higher mortality 
from these diseases both in towns and country, in 
the regions of the Rhine and in Silesia, where much 
@moke is produced. That is mainly so in the coal 
mines of the Ruhr River district in Westphalia. 
Here, where the air is always black, the mortality 
from inflammatory respiratory diseases among men 
is greater by 135 per cent than among the Prussian 
males of equal age; of those so suffering the majori- 
ty were those born in that region; the minority con- 
sisted of such as had come from distant country dis- 
tricts. Altogether it appears statistically certain 
that smoke causes a disposition for acute pulmonary 
diseases and accelerates the course of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

It was also found that in a humid atmosphere coal 
Gust was aspirated in larger quantities and in less 
time than in dry weather. Tubercular animals that 
were made to inhale moderate quantities of smoke 
through a period of 10 houts died sooner than those 
which inhaled less of it. The question whether the 
inhalation of a moderate amount of smoke causes a 
disposition for acute respiratory inflammations had 
to be answered affirmatively, for inhalation of smoke 
followed by that of aspergillus accelerated the caus- 

ation of inflammation, when compared with the ani- 
mals not so exposed to the fungus. 

Further and final conclusions are as follows. The 
mortality from acute inflammatory pulmonary dis- 
eases is on the increase, mainly that of children and 
eld people. The cause is to be sought for in the con- 
tamination of the atmosphere by smoke. In indus- 
trial districts the mortality of nurslings was six 
times larger than in agricultural communities. It 
was found that dense smoke districts had a larger 
mortality than other industrial centers, for instance, 
the textile industries. The mortality of coal miners 
surpasses that of the rest of .he male population 
by 130 per cent; the indigenous suffer more than the 
immigrant workmen.

view contains an article, by the late Julia Ma- 

gruder, entitled ‘“‘The Chiid Labor Problem: 
Fact Versus Sentimentality.’ Miss Magruder admits 
that it is unfortunate that children should have io 
labor in factories or otherwise at an age intended 
by nature for the mental and physical development 
of the young. But she contends that the whole 
question hinges on the point of the alternative. lf 
these children were not employed, in what condition 
would they be? This question is answered by con- 
trasting the children seen on the farms of North 
Carolina with the children seen in the factory towns; 
the latter being more cleanly, better dressed, bright- 
er, more intelligent, than the former. Miss Ma- 
gruder criticises severely the sentimental articles 
and books which have been published on this sub- 
ject, and which, she says, do not describe the facts. 
She says: 

“No objection seems to be made to the father of the 
family working in the mill, while the mother does 
the housework and the children go to school. But, to 
make this feasible, the famiiy must live near the 
mill; and, when it is remembered that the influences 
which have made the father an indolent and un- 
successful farmer have equally affected the mother, 
it is too much to expect that they will provide a 
healthy happy home for their children, or compre- 
hend the value of education for them. It is only 
after a greater or lesser experience of the stimulating 
and enlightening effects of skilled labor, and the 
rich fruit that comes from it, that the parents of 
these poor children advance so far as to help and

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OPTIMISTIC OUTLOOK

HE extent and the variety of its natural re- 
sources, as, in one particular field, is revealed 
by its mineral] riches, is one of the reasons 

why the United States heads the list of the world’ 
nations in prosperity and progress. In the 10 year- 
which have passed since the business revival set ‘n 
at the close of the industrial stagnation of 1893-97, the 
country’s population has increased 21 per cent. In 
those 10 years the value of its annual] minera] out- 
put has expanded more than 200 per cent. 

Those who take a gloomy view of the outlook for 
business in the United States should try to grasp 
the facts just presented. Here are a few more facts 
for them to ponder on: While the United States has 


only 5 per cent of the world’s population, it produces 


2% per cent of the world’s wheat, 2 per cent of its 
gold, 33 per cent of its coal, 3 per cent of its man‘- 
factures, 38 per cent of its silver, 40 per cent of its 
iron, 42 per cent of its steel, 52 per cent of its petro- 
leum, 55 per cent of its copper, 70 per cent of its 
eotton, and 80 per cent of its corn. 

William Stanley Jevons, the British economist, said 
in 1867 that when England lost her supremacy in 
coal and iron production her fall would be as sure 
as Rome’s was after Constantine removed the capi- 
tal to Constantinople, and after his sons divided the 
empire into three parts, and that the fall would be 
swifter than was Rome's. Forty years ago that 
seemed to be a safe forecast, for iron production in 
the United States in 1867 was less than a twenty-fifth 
part of what it is in 1907, coal production was less 
than a fortieth of what it is now. 

But the years which have passed since 1867 have 
told a tale which nobody in that day dreamed of, 
In the extent of its manufactures the United States 
passed England in 1880, and it passed England in iron 
and steel production in 18%, and in coal output in 
1900. And in every one of these fields the United 
States lead is rapidly lengthening. Te wedlth of the 
United States today is $120,000,000,000, or more than 
that of its two nearest competitors, Great Britain 
and France, combined. Every successive sunrise 
sees $10,000,000 added to the market value of the 
tangible property of the United States.

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LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 12.—The Lincoln 
Traction Co. has begun selling six street 
car tickets for 25 cents. As soon as 
tickets can be printed and an under- 
standing had as to requirements it will 
put on sale for 2% cents 10 school chil- 
dren’s tickets to be used during certain 
hours of the day. 

The granting of lower fares by the 
principal street car company of Lincoln 
has followed a fight of many years be- 
tween the people of the city and the cor- 
poration. Twice the City Council has 
ordered the reduction, but the orders 
were evaded. The first ordinance was 
found to be defective. In March of last 
year another ordinance was passed, but 
the traction company took the case to 
the Federal Court, where it was held 
up. ' : 

City Cotncil Loses Control. 

Last winter the authority to regulate 
Street railways was taken from. th» 
City Council by the Legtslature and giv- 
en to the State Railway Commission. 

The case went to that body last spring 
and has been thrashed out so thorough- 
ly that the war between the city and 
traction company seems to be ended for 
ali time. The commission took testimony 
for over a week, hearing both sides, anid 
then studied the question for over a 
month before rendering, a decision, 
which was in favor of the city conten- 
tion. * 

The finding of the commission is re- 
garded as epoch-making, ard in arriv- 
ing at its decision it did what has never 
nefore been done with a public utility.

Even Personal Warning by 
Ship Employes Has Not 
Saved Passengers. 





_ ALWAYS PLEASANT MEN 
Law Does Not Extend on 
Shipboard and They 
Defy Captains. 








NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Steamer card 
sharps, the most crafty and prosperous 
gamblers in the worid, are doomed by a 
recent agreement among steamship lines 
to establish rogue galleries on board big 
liners, in which pictures of professional 
players will be displayed. | 

There has been an unsuccessful war 
on these good-looki:g, affable robpers, 
who nave many devices and schemes for 
swindling passengers, but the ship own- 
ers will not give up the fight. 

Some of the professional card sharks 
have made a dozen trips a season on 
the same steamer, and the companies 
cannot deny them the privilege of pas- 
sage. In the efforts to foil these clever 
crooks, the company officials have in- 
structed stewards and pursers to keep 
a watchful eye on the unsophisticated 
passengers,. and warn them, where pos- 
sible. But often the employes of the 
liners have been “tipped” liberally by 
. the gambler, and for the sake of the 
lhandsome sums promised they rather 
lend a hand against the passenger. 

Among the employes, however, are 
many honest pursers and stewards, who 
have taken great patns to prvutcct pas- 
sengers. 

Warning the Passengers. 
‘If one of Whe professionals is sitting 
at a table on a North German Lloyd 
liner, for instance, a steward will ap- 
pear with a bunde of a dozen placards 
and ostentatiously hang them on the 
wall. They bear such inscriptions as 
“Professional gamblers playing here. 
Passengers’ who play with them dc so 
at their own risk.”’ On some steamships 
the smokereom steward will approach 
@ group about a table and, pointing to 
a stranger, will remark: “This gentie- 
man is a professional gambler.’’

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Cotton Picking Season 
- Gives Queer Twists to 
- Oklahoma's Servant 
Girl Problem, 100 Ne- 
_ braska Ranchers Must 
_Rebrand Cattle Be- 
_ cause of Clerk’s Error 
and Woman, Unaid- 
ed, Builds a Nine- 
Room House. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., Oct. 12. 
HILE the negroes of this locality 
are making from $2 to $ a day 
a picking cotton, the society women 
of the Capital City are doing their own 
work. 

The cotton picking season is the holi- 
day time of the entire year for the ne- 
gro, end auring that sceason—trom Sept. 
“1 until late in October--it is almost im- 
Possible to hire a negre to do housework. 

The negro is the only common labor of 
this Ie-slity, and when that race goes 
‘to the cottonfield, the lady of the house 
must either do the work or let it go 
undone. To let it go undone for prac- 
tically two months is impossible. There- 
fore she does it herself, with an occa- 
@icnal “‘lift’’ from her husband. 

It is not uncommon to see a society 
leader who probably tomorrow will ad- 
dress the City Federation of Women's 
Clubs on servant girl problems, bending 
oyer the wash tub, getting out the fam- 
ily laundry for the week, while the man 
of the house puts up the line, pumps 
the necessary amount of water from the 
cistern and may be seen, if he can’t get 
out of sight, turning thé crank to the 
wringer. 

May Import Servant Girls. 

The servant girl problem is so weighty, 
in fact, that the City Federation of 
Women's Clubs recently discussed a 
plan to bring girls from Germany or 
Sweden to Guthrie and give them good 
homes and good wages to remain per- 
Manently in the employ of the club 
women in their homes. Correspondence 
is row in progress with this end in view. 

The aggregate value of the combined 
“ctton crop of Oklahoma and Indian 
“Territory for 1906 was $48,338,669, the 
total number of bales being 918,375, of 
which Oklahoma Territory grew 498,899 
and Indian Territory 419,476. The total 
Jwas greater than the combined crop of 
North Carolina and Tennessee, and only 
4,415 bales less than Arkansas. 

To pick the Oklahoma-Indian Terri- 
tory crop in 1906 a total sum of $1,500,- 
000 was paid out by the cotton growers. 
This entire sum went into the pockets 
of the negroes, principally, although In- 
@ians, Mexicans, Japs and some whites 
are also engaged this year in picking 
the crop. | 

Ante-Bellum Scenes Repeated. 

With such an amount going into their 
- pockets for this kind of work, it is no 
Wonder that the negroes desert the 
kitchen and laundry room for the field. 
They make a picnic of the picking, and 
fn the evenings after the day’s work is 
done, the scene on a cotton farm is not 
Unlike those before the war on the 
Bouthern planfations. With singing and 
dancing they pass the time, some old 
fellow, who probably lived through slav- 
ery days, doing the fiddling. 

' On the larger cotton farms and ranches 
the negroes are housed in tents, right 


on the farm, until the picking season is 
ever. They are furnished provisions by 
the owner of the place, the pickers be- 
ing usually hired for so much per hun- 
dred pounds of cotton picked and board. 
In recent years fron) 75 cents to $1 per 
hundred pounds is not an unusual price, 
@nd at this rate good, rapid pickers, 
ean make surprisingly large wages. 
Many negro families in this way make 
a sufficient sum to keep them throvgeh 
the winter months, and negro students 

juently pick cotton to get the money 


to go through school on.

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BERLIN, Oct. 12.—Truly learned 
Egyptologists study the thigh bone o/7 
an antediluvian animal and from it re- 
construct the creature's skeleton. 

With equal, if not greater, precision, 
a learned Egyptologist, who has studied 
Menehphtop’s mummy, declare that the 
Pharaoh who ruled when the chiidren 
of Israel were delivered from Egyptian 

bondage suffered excruciatingly from 

vache. The acute agony he endured 

Whgered Pharaoh, “hardened his 
neart” as the book of Exodus has it, 
that it was necessary to inflict 10 
plagues on his realm before he would 
onsent Moses and the Moabitish nosts 
Aould go. 

Lack of Dentists Gave Passover. 

In a word, had there been good den- 
tists in Egypt in those days, there would 
be no Jewish passover now. 

This Egyptologist writes in the Ber- 
liner Tagliche Rundschau that he has 
minutely eaamined the mummy of 
Menehphtop, who archeoteists declare 
ruled Egypt when the 12“tribes departed 
from it. Menehphtop was a very homely 
person, thick-set and fat. He was about 
sixty years old when he died. Five feet 
eight and a half in height, he was ta.:- 
er than his contemporarics; the average 
height of the Egyptian of his day being 
only five feet five inches. Menehphtop 
was very bald, only a few wisps of 
white hair covered his poll. He had 
a very long and thin nose of the ex- 
treme Semitic type and in this resem- 
bled his famous relative, Rameses II. 

Teeth Were Always Bad. 

When this Pharaon’s teeth were at 
their best they were very bad. Few re- 
main and these are much decayed. 
They are full of cavities in which ex- 
posed rerves must have _ throl-bed. 
throwing Egypt's ruler into savage tem- 
per; just that frame of mind in which 
a despot would order his slaves to make 
bricks without straw or to build a pyra- 
mid. 

The fact is obvious that there were 
no dentists in old Egypt, for had there 
béen, they much have been at their 
severeign’s beck and call and would 
have repaired his teeth. 

' To add to Pharaoch’s irritable nature, 
he had the gout, most probably, for 
' the coats of his blood vessels and his 
ribs show unmistakable signs of chalky 
degeneration.

LONDON, Oct. 12.—Throughout Great 
Britain the conservative battalions are 
getting into m~Aton. “Our purpose,” an- 
nounces Commander in Chief Balfour, 
‘is to overwrelm the enemies of the 
State—those who would carve Ireland 
out of the United Kingdom, destroy the 
House of Lords as an ineffective and 
reactionary chamber, annihilate the 
church and legislatively bid the loafer 
plunder the man who works."”’ 

The papers teem with evidences of a 
widespread response to this battle cry. 
The conservatives, expecting a general 
election in a year or two, have got to- 
gether the biggest campaign fund ever 
collected in England. The contributorr 
belong to the aristocratic upper and 
middle classes who are alarmed at the 
advance of Socialism, both as a piece- 
meal practical movement and as a com- 
prehensive political doctrine. 

Editor’s Serious View, 


“Things have gone quite awry in our 
country,”’ says Sir Douglas Straight, the 
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saving policy as the conservatives under- 
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famous editor. ‘“‘Reverence for every- 
thing that ought te be revered is disap- 
pearing. Presumpticn and  insolence 
pervade the lower classes and property 
has come to be regarded as something 
that has been stolen from the masses 
and must be returned to them. The 
conscience of the country must bestir 
itself to avert a catastrophe.”’ 

American campaign methods are likely 
to be outdone in the ensuing educational 
canvass. The conservatives intend to 
dispatch hundreds of specially built vans 
equipped with magic lanterns to carry 
the old political gospel to the people.

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—After a week 
of sensational declines, the stock market 
closed today with two hours of great 
activity, during which many new low 
records were established. The bear par- 
ty has carried all before it, and ap- 
parently there is no opposition to its cam- 
paign from the strong financial forces 
which at times interfere to prevent 
‘haos. 

At the close of business today the 
paper profits of J. Brandt Walker were 
estimated at between $3,500,000 and $4,- 
000.000. Walker is one of the heaviest 
plungers in the campaign of depression 
which has been conducted in Wall] street 
with remarkable boldness during the 
last five weeks. Walker has pursued 
tactics that have amazed the old traders. 
He has sold the whole list without re- 
-Sard apparently to intrinsic values. No 
stock has been too strongly held by the 
big Wall street interests to find immuni- 
ty from the onslaughts of the bear par- 
ty. ' 

Walker at the present time is said to 
be short 200,000 shares, and, as far ag 
Wall street is able to judge, shows no 
intention whatever of covering. He pub- 
licly announces his bearish position and 
seems to make no effort whatever to 
disguise his operations. Whether he can 
bring his campaign to a successful term- 
ination is a question which Wall street 
is discussing with great interest at the 
present time. Nothing has occurred thus 
far to cause him to cover. 

Say He Cannot Cover. 

Old brokers, however, say that it fs 
doubtful whether he can get away with 
the enormous profits he has built up on 
|paper. They declare that the market 
is heavily oversold, and that the floating 
supply of actual stocks in the street  s 
the smallest in 10 years. This is due to 
the heavy absorption for investment by 
| Small buyers all over the country. The

rected his operations here. On that deal 
he is said to have cieaned up over $1,- 
000,000. 

The wide newspaper notoriety he re- 
celved then caused some of the strong 
interests in Wall Street to organize 
against him, and it is said the greater 
‘part of his profits at that time were 
(lost in the upwara movement of the 
‘early summer. He recouped his for- 
tune, however, in a successful deal in 
wheat, and since that time has been un- 
iformly successful on the short side of 
the market. 

His Methods Sensational. 

some of Walker’s methods are sensa- 
tional. Two weeks ago he appeared in 
the gallery of the Stock Exchange and 
began to signal his orders to his brok- 
ers on the floor.

NEW YORK, vuct. 12.—August Belmont 


has parted company with Thomas F. | 
Ryan in the Interborough-Metropolitan ' 
company, which controls all the rail- 


ways of ‘Manhattan and the Bronx. 
Though they are still bound together 
by the street railway merger, hostility 
has taken the place of alliance and 
harmonious action between them. 

Two years ago Ryan forced Belmont 
into the merger. Today Belmont has 
repudiated and Ccisowned both the Met- 
ropolitan surface system and the gi- 
gantic, water-logged merger, and is en- 
gaged only in holding tight to his orig- 
inal profitable properties—the subway 
and elevated iines—leaving Ryan re- 
sponsible for the rest. He has re- 
fused to give up one penny of his 
profits to help out the stranded Met- 
ropolitan, and the Interborough-Metro- 
politan company, called the merger, is 
facing a crisis. 

The only source of 
merger is what is paid in by its sub- 
sidiary companies. The Metropolitan, 
being bankrupt, is now unable to pay 
anything. The Interborough has given 
notice that nothing need be expected 
from it above the regular demands to 
meet interest on merger bonds that rep- 
resent subway stock held in trust. 
On Nov. 8 next the merger will be 
called upon to meet $8,000,000 of short- 
term notes and fresh financiering wil! 
be necessary.

By defective children is meant men- 
tally and physically subr.ormal chil- 
dren. A defective child is one who its 
‘mentally weak, but still capable of prof- 
itiw@m by instruction; it is the child who 
eownet remember that six timer seven is 
4 The child does not have to be 
watehed over, is not dangerous in any 
way, but one that is usually termed 
“dull.”

He bases hie conclusion on years of 
oheervation, on the reports that have al- 
teady come tn, and from the percentage 
‘» the Bastern cities. 

Statistics are just now gathered 
in regard to defective achool children in 
the United States. Chairman Burden- 
Aer former prevident of the New York 


Board of Education, who made exten- 
sive. observations in New York City, 
gives out that he believes that there are 
12,000,000 school children in the United 
States that are not up to the required 
Standard in physical and menta! abii- 
ity. All these, he declares, should re- 
ceive treatment, either from a physician 
or a skilled teacher. But Prof. Bur- 
denham classes as defective those who 
fail below par in breathing, in malnutri- 
tian and those affected with enlarged 
glands and impaired vision. But only a 
small percent of this number needs to 
be segregated for the purpose of in- 
dividual training. 

On this basis of calculation a large 
majority of the school going children of 
St. Louls have some minor defect. It is 
not the plan of the Board of Education 
to provide separate training for such 
a large number, but only for those that 
can not advance without it. 

The schools for defectives wil] 
opened during the firat half of Novem- 
ber, and it is hoped, even earlier. They 
could have been opened at the same time 
with the public schools this fall, had 
the idea of individual training been 
taken up early enough last spring. But 
as it is, all students who have entered 
this fall will be passed upon as to 
whether or not they should be sent to 
the new achools. 

It has been suggested to the Board of 
Education that the new schools shall be 
known as “Special Schools for Indi- 
vidual Training,"’ and not as “Schools 
for Defectives.”’ 

The schools wil! first be located in 
rooms. Very probably there will be five 
at firat. These will be more or less in 
the nature of an experiment. These five 
rooms will be located in various parts 
of the city, at points most convenient. 
They may be in office buildings, or in 
smalier stores, or even in cottages. The 


— 


advantage sought after is central loca- 


tion, with quiet surroundings. 

Each room will be more than a room. 
Tt will have more than mere deske and 
shelves. More than the fundamentals of 
arithmetic, spelling and reading wil! be 
taught. The schools will be in a large 
part manual. 

The best educators of the day under- 
stand the value of training the hand in 
senjunction with the mind. th many in- 
stances a child has what is termed the 
kinasthetic sense highly developed. and 
can make only poor progress unless this 
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Phase of instruction is carried along with 
the mind training. That is, a child may 
be slow to grasp the multiplication 
table, or the elements of geography, 
when he is something of a genius in the 
workshop. 

In each school there will be a manual! 
training department where the child can 
weave baskets, make clay models, do 
wood carpentering or anything that he 
ray wish to do. It is pointed out that 
niany a famous inventor was once con- 
sidered ‘‘dull” in his books, but that 
when allowed to work with tools and 
machinery he became enthused, and 
seemed a new person. Each instructor 
in the new schools will have some abil- 
ity in manual training, and will be ex- 
pected to watch this side of the child’s 
development as closely as that of his 
accumulation of facts. 

It is thought advisable to limit the 
number of children for each room to 
15. In nearly all the rooms of St. Louis 
in the public schools there are from 
thirty to fifty pupils. This number can 
receive instruction very weli when there 
is careful grading, and all are of the 
same mental capabilities. But in in- 
stances where individual attention is 
demanded it cannot be given. 

With but 15 students to a teacher, each 
case can be studied and individual atten- 
tion given it. Each instructor in the 
five rooms will constitute herself as a 
sort of governess for each child and 
jealously guard its welfare. . 

There will be no fixed course of in- 
struction, as in the other schools. The 
first aim will be to develop the child’s 
faculties, and second, to fit him for the 
duties and demands of life. 

Much care will be exercised in select- 
ing the instructors in these special 
schools. The whole teaching corps of 
the public schools will be gone over be- 
fore choice is made. It is proposed to 
pay the instructor in the new schools 
more than in the other public schools. 
This is to insure competency and earnest 
effert. The salary will be, most proba- 
bly, $1000 a year. Men and women are 
eligible to the positions, but it is thought 
that preference will be given to women. 
Women, it ts held, will be more mother. 
ly, will be better able to enter into a 
child's life and ambitions. The instruc- 
tors must be capable, affectionate and 
earnest. 

Much interest is being taken among 
the St. Louis teachers as to whom wil} 
be selected as the five persons in a}) St. 
Louis best qualified to teach défective 
children. 

Admission into the schools wij) be 
guarded closely. Supt. Soldan does not 
fear that mothers will be loath to send 
their children to the special schoois. 
There will be no stigma of disgrace at- 
tached to the schools. The child wi}) be 
®& great deal better off in a school where 
he ie surrounded by others no better 
eculpped mentally, than in a composite 
room, where he is often the butt of 41). 
natured jokes. The chil ts ofte, slurred 
by caroless children, imposed upon, and 
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really comes to believe that he is of no 
consequence in the world, loses heart 
and gives up the struggle for an educa- 
tion. Such gross defects will be entirely 
eliminated from the special schools. 

The history of the average ‘“‘dull’’ boy 
is this: His parents grow discouraged 
in trying to teach him the rudiments of 
learning and send him to the kinder- 
garten. After a number of years he 
manages to pass out, and into the ward 
school. Class after class passes him 
here, he is looked down upon, he be- 
comes discouraged, his classmates re- 
fuse to play with him, and then, when 
l¢ or 12 years old, he drops out of school. 

Before a child can be admitted into 
the Special Schools he must be recom- 
mended by the principal of the school 
which he is attending. The permission 
of the parent is secured, and then the 
child is placed before a medical expert 
employed by the Board of Education. 
If it is decided that the child is not men- 
tally unbalanced, or an imbecile, one 
who, while mentally weak, is still ca- 
pable of instruction as given in a school 
of this kind, he will be admitted. The 
mentally wnbalanced child needs ihe 
watchful nurture of an asylum. 

It is believed by the Board of Educa- 
tion that many a child is classed as 
mentally incapable, when in reaiity 
there is nothing wrong but sone phys- 
ical defect which can be readily cured. 
An instance of this is the adenoid 
growths in the pharynx.\, Such a growth 
destroys a child’s memory, and if an 
operation is made, the chances are that 
the child will soon be quite normal. 
Again, a child who has defective vision 
may be thought slow at seeing and 
grasping facts, when all the trouble lies 
in the poor eyesight. Glasses may cure 
the trouble. 

From the standpoint of the public 
school teachers themselves, they are 
heartily in accord with the movement. 
Much of their trouble and vexation 
comes from dragging students. One or 
twe children may hold back a class. 


Whiie it is estiinated that there are 
now in St. Louis between 120 and 200 
defective children provision’ will 
made for only 76. These first five rooms 
will be more or less in the nature of 
an experiment. Out of the whole num- 
ber of subnormal children reported only 
the worst 75 cases will be given the priv- 
jleges of special achool instruction. 


If these first special schools prove a 
success, it will be but a few years un- 
til the schoo! system of &t. Louls wil) be 
completely changed. Butidings for the 
instruction of subnormal children wil! 
be erected: playgrounds and gymre- 
siums especially prepared for educating 
the body as well as the mind wil! be 
fitted out. Children will more nearly 
have the same opportunities. While a 
child may be backward fn his work, he 
will be given special instruction, and 
seon may be able to catch up with his 
more able fellow student.

“vine to Sixth street, at the south- 
west corner of Chestnut street, you see 
the first real reinforced concrete of- 
fice building attempted in St. Louis— 
a near-skyscraper of ten _ 8stories. 
That’s all for Sixth street right now. 
but in your mind’s eye supply the 
street’s old skyscrapers, add the plan- 
ned 20-story Barr building and the 
beautiful eight-story Grand-Leader 
building. replacing the old Lindell 
Hotel, and you have a view of the 
new Sixth street. As with Broad- 
way and Fourth and Sixth streets, so 
with ull the principal streets shown 
on this page—new streets for. the 
New St. Louis. 

Now to the northeast corner of Sevy- 
enth and Market streets. Rising to» 
early completion is in the American The- 
ater and Hotel, twelve stories. This. 
with the Missouri Pacific Building. 
a recent comer, too, tones up Market 
street, and promises the redemption 
of the great Union Station thoroue’- 
fare. soon to present a new public 
building alongside the City Hall. 


Impressing the Visitors. 

The American Theater and Hotel is 
now making up in a white enamel ex- 
terior. The theater will have four 
tiers of seats, marble foyers and lob- 
by, the foyers to be built like tun- 
nels, so that the lower floor will be 
inclosed and free from street noises. 
In a number of ways the theater is 
to be the most modern in St. Louis 
It will boast of “no carpets,” rea} 
ventilation, a vacuum cleaner, ladies’ 
parlors and men’s smoking rooms. 
flowing ice water and dressing rooms 
12x14 feet large. Besides—a steel and 
asbestos curtain, real tapestry cur- 
tains and real “easy” chairs. And 
the hotel—the rooms are to be divid- 
ed by hollow tile walls that you 
can’t hear through. This bullding wil! 
give St. Louis its third vaudeville 
house. 

Fighth and Chestnut streets, south- 
east corner—the Liggett Building. 
which finished in the 1906 skyscraper 


race. It stands in a block with two 


other skyscrapers. The southwest cor- 
ner of Eighth and Pine streets now 
shows the new college building, not 
in the skyscraper list. but a very 
pretty addition to the business dis- 
trict. Across the street, on the north- 
west corner of Pine and Eighth 
streets, stands the tall Wright buila- 
ing. And it is often said in realty 
circles that this structure may some 
day soon extend through the block to 
Olive street, and greet the big Chem- 
ical and Missouri Trust, buildings. 
which stand on what was until two 
years ago the most compactly built 
block in the city. 

Ninth and Pine streets, northwest 
corner—Maryland Hotel. This new 
building is to be only eight stories 
high, but James H. McTague says it 
is to cost nearly $490,000. much more 
than his first estimate. The Mary- 
land is to have 240 rooms. just a few 
more than the new American Theater

and Hotel, and there are to be 117 
baths. 

The new hotel will have a restaurant. 
but MeTague’s will stay where it now 
is, in the Century Building basement. 
The N. O. Nelson piant at the south- 
east corner of Tenth and Chestnut 
streets is one of the big manufacturing 
and wholesale plants which entered. the 
building lists. It's up now, and the 
plant is humming. 

Syndicate Trust Building, Tenth, Lo- 
cust and Olive streets. The lower stu- 
ries will soon be occupied by Scruggs, 
Vandervoort & Barney. 

“Isn't it a beauty!” exclaim travelers 
on the Olive and Hodiamont cars. 

This building if connected from sev- 
eral of the top stories with the Century 
Building, making practically a structure 
covering one block. That is one feature 
of the new buildings—several of them 
are filling in with other skyscrapers to 
give St. Louis that compact. built-up 
appearance which the traveled visitor 
or resident needs to assure himself that 
St. Louis is a great city. A city needs 
canyons of steel and masonry properly 
to impress not only visitors. but the 
people of the city themselves. Hereto- 
fore, Washington avenue and 8t. 
Charies street have had a monopoly of

It may be that the vast air currents which sweep across this 
country will carry the mighty craft distances that will break all 
records and mark an epoch in the history of aerial navigation. !+ 
may be that that will happen here which will give the inspiration 
to him who is to make the air a highway of travel and commerce. 

But, in any event, the races here will be among the most 
spectacular and interesting events of the kind in the history of 
the world. | 





Four contests will be held. The first and greatest one, the one of world- 
wide interest, is, of course, the International Race for the James Gordon Fen- 
nett Cup, which Lieut. Frank P. Lahm won by his remarkable flight last vear. 
starting from the city of Paris and flying 402 miles to the north of England, 

The United States will endeavor to keep the cup. and France, Germany 
and England will strive to wrest it from her, and with it supremacy of the sky. 

In addition to the International Race there will be contests for dirigible 
balloons and heavier-than-air craft for prizes offered by the Aerial Club of St. 
Louis and a contest of aeroplanes for a cup offered by the Scientific Ameri- 
can. It is expected, too, that there will be individual flights for the Lahm 
Cup, a beautiful trophy offered by the Aero Club of America for whoever beats 
the 402-mile record of Lieut. Lahm. P, 

Aeronauts, pilots, spectators from abroad, distinguished scientists and me- 
chanical engineers are gathering in St. Louis and some already have arrived. 

The foremost men of the world interested in the problem of aerial naviza- 
tion will be here, if not to take part in any of the contests, at least to act as 
spectators and watch what goes on. 

a The start in each contest will be made from the Aero Club’s ounds at 
King’s highway and McKinley avenue, where arrangements have heen made 
for filling the big balloons. The space for this purpose is 600 by 300 feet. with 
a big windbreak to protect the balloons before the start. Against this wind- 
break will be a grandstand,for members of the Aero Club, Business Men’s 
League and a few invited guests. 

The Business Men's league also is providing a great publie crandatend 














across King’s highway, to which admission will be by ticihets 

The starting space will be inclosed in a double wire fence. These fenves, 
while preventing the crowd from pushing into the space allotted to the aero- 
nauts, will be so constructed that they may be seen through; thus, all spec- 
tutors will get a good view of the actual start. 

he grandstand for the Aero Club and Business Men’s League members 
will be within the first, or outer fence, but no one except the aeronauts, their 
companions and assistants will be permitted inside the imner inclosure. 

The balloons for the International Race will be filled from 4 12-inch gas 
pipe, from which will extend six-inch arms, one to each balloon. The gas '5 
to be supplied by the Laclede Gas Co. ; 

The great race will take place on Monday, Oct. 21, all the balloons being 
filled the day of the race. They will be started a few minutes apart, not more 
than ten minutes elapsing between the release of any one balloon and the next. 
The order of the starting is to be determined by lot. One balloon of the first 
country will start,"then a balloon of the second country, then the third, et<., 
until a balloon for each country contesting has been started. Then, as some 
countries will start as many as three balloons, the same order will be observed 
in starting the next series. 

Each pilot will have with him one eompanion and each pilot has an alter- 
nate, who is to take his place should the regular pilot be unable, for any rea- 
son. to make the ascension.

Of these pilots and their companions several were in the first Interna- 
tional Race which started from Paris last year. It was won by Lieut. Lahm 
with his 402-mile flight.

The balloon “Lotyé II,” which Brewer is to pilot for England, is the 
same craft used by tos-Dumont in the first race, when he represented the 
United States. It has been worked over and renamed since its acquisition /by 
the Britishers. : 

The cup which is to go to the winner of this contest was presented to the 
International Aeronautic Federation by James Gordon Bennett. It cost 12,500 
francs. In addition to the cup Mr. Bennett has set aside a fund of three times 
12,500 francs to be distributed as prizes among the winners of the first three 
races, the one in St. Louis being the second race. : 

One of the conditions of the annual contest for this cup is that a com- 
mittee of the holding organization—et present the Aero Club of America— 
shall be appointed to supervise the race. This is to be known as the Contest 
Committee. It is stipulated that a member of the Aero Club of France always 
shall be a member of this committee.

First Pneumatic Caisson Work of the Ki 
Ever Attempted in the West Is Watched 


With Unusual Interest by Engineers and 


the Public 


OR eight hours each day 36 men risk their lives for $3.50 a day each in the 
most dangerous occupation in St. Louis. Every minute of the eight hours 


these workers are in jeopardy.. 


Spectacular as is the sight of men riding beams to the top of skyscraper 
buildings, that feat is not attended with anything like as much danger as is 


faced by these 36 men. To see a man hoisted up and up, swaying back and work 
forth on an iron beam, looks like dare-deviltry to the spectators on the street * 


below. But as a matter of fact these beam-riders face little danger, the only 
chance being that the hoisting machinery might break. 

The men who literally take their lives in their hands every minute of ready closed, and compressed air is 
the working day, do not attract attention of passers-by on the street, and for 
a very good reason; they work in the bowels of the earth. They are the pres- 
sure men, or “sand-hogs,” as they are called by the contracting engineers, who 


battle with quicksand. 

At Broadway and Pine street, in the 
basement of the Bank of Commerce 
Building, pneumatic caisson work for 
buildings is being done for the first time 
in the West. Never before outside the 
large Eastern cities has pneumatic air 


heen used in sinking building founda- 


tions. 
The experiment of combating earth, 


water and quicksand by pneumatic pres- 
sure is being watched attentively by St. 
Louis engineers. Pneumatic excavating 
has been used in the last few years in 
the United States bridge piers, quays, 
sea walls, dams, water power develop- 
ments, mining shafts and tunnels, but 
the work in the basement of the Bank of 


Commerce Building is the first of its 


kind in the West. 

What is termed “open work” exca- 
vating has always been used in St. 
Louls. This is simply sending workmen 
down into a hole with bucket and spade, 
protected only by an open cylinder. This 
method was tried for the pillars of the 
Bank of Commerce Building, but it was 
found inadequate. 

Far under the Broadway and Pine 
corner a bed of quicksand lies. It is 
supposed to range from 15 to 8 feet in 
thickness. To put pillars through this 
treacherous bed has been the problem 
for St. Louis contractors to solve, 

The “open” method having proved un- 
equal, it was decided to make use of 
the process worked by means of a pat- 
ented device owned by a New York ex- 
cavating firm, the Foundation company 
of New York. Their plan of operation is 


as ingenious as it is simple. Its princi- 
ple is the same as that of a diving bell. 

The work is done by means of three 
instruments—two ‘steel tubes and an 
air-lock. The steel tubes, one inside the 
Other, fit down into the hole being ex- 
cavated. The outer tube is six feet in 
diameter, made of heavy steel. tn sec- 
tions. Inside this is a 30-inch tube. 
through which the workmen descend. 
Between the larger tube and the work- 
ing shaft there are three smal! pipes. 
only two or three inches in diameter. 
These are two pipes for compressed 
air and the whistle tube. Only one 
alr pine is used at a time, the other 
being held in reserve. The whistle 
tube is for signaling. 

The space between the outer cais- 
son and the working shaft is filled 
With cement. When rock is reached 
there is a cement pillar reinforced 
by an iron outside shell for a foun- 
dation. 

By means of a small ladder inside 
the working tube, the men ascend and 
descend. A small bucket, hoisted by 
@ derrick, carries up the dirt. 

This is all very simple, but how to 


keep air down to them is another certain 


thing. This is done by means of com- 
pressed air and an air-lock. The air- 
lock has made it possible to build 
river bridge foundations and tunnels. 
It is doing wonders towafd the pro- 
gress of engineering. 

It is abouwe eight feet in height. five 
ACTORS. and has two trap doors. There 
is a distance of some five feet be- 
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One cannot hear one’s nearest neighbor. 
Compressed air for excavating was introduced by Gen. Charles Sooy- 








tween the doors, and the compartment 
is used as a check on the compressed 
air inside the working. tube, during 
entrance and exit of the men and of 
the bucket. 

Air is pumped into the working 
tube, up to the pressure desired, and 
the lower door, which is airtight and 
closes upward, is shut. Then the 
workman crawls through the top 
door into the air-lock, and the top 
door is closed Gown. Air is turned in- 
to the compartment until it reaches 
the density of the air in the working 
tube, when the lower door through 
gravity swings open. And then the 
bucket is lowered, or the workman 
descends. 

Again on the face of it this looks 
beautifully simple. But the difficult 
part comes in being able to lower and 
raise the dirt bucket without the 
compressed air escaping. This ob- 
stacle is overcome by placing the slot 
in the top door to one side. This 
makes the edge of the opening di- 
rectly over the center of the work- 
ing tube. A slit is cut in the upper 
opening, and into this the cable fits. 
Clamps grip this just tight enough 
to let the cable slip through, but still 
retain the air. 

Protection for the Men 


When the bucket is filled by the 
men, a signal is given that it is 
o be raised. The hoisting machinery 
raises it to the lower door. A mark 
on the cable shows when it is up 
to this point. The upper door is al- 


turned into the air lock compartment. 
When the pressure in the compart- 
ment is equal to that in. the working 
tube, the lower door is closed, and 
the upper one is opened, the air in 
the compartment, of course, being 
wasted. 

Now the men at the bottom have to 
be protected. They have to have room 
enough for the earth Sucket and to 
handle their spades. They work In a 
kind of cell, or, as it is called, the 
“working chamber.’’ It is merely a con- 
tinuation of the working tube; it is 8 
height. and fits closely inside 
the outer sheeting. The top of the 
working chamber, where the working 
tube opens, is fitted with a door for 
the purpose of protection. The men shut 
this with their own hands. It 
the air pipes be-

come out of order, until connections can 
be made. 

But when all this has been planned 
out and executed, everything is not 
complete. To lower the caisson and to 
hold it in place is a task that must be 
considered. : 

The first dozen feet it is an easy mat- 
t a heavy caisson to sink as 
fast as the dirt is dug out from under 
it. Its own weight pushes it down. 
Inch by inch it setties down as the 
dirt under it is taken out. down to a 
depth, when force has to be 
used to send it lower. 

There is compressed air in the cell 
pushing upward, say, at 15 pounds to 
the square inch. This is above one at- 
mosphere. OF what one in the open air 
experiences. This great pressure keeps 
the water from rushing in. The pres- 
sure is just a8 great in the bole as if 


the dirt were still! im it. 
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Water never gets into the cell. al- 
though the bottom is open. The dirt 
that is taken out 50 feet below street 
level is comparatively dry. This is due 
to the compressed air drying out the 
moisture. The earth is not wet ad 
soppy, but able to stand alone. and in 
lumps. 

When a shaft is down deen enouzh 
to demand a pressure of fifteen pou:ds 
to the square inch, there is a force 
equal to 48 tons pushing up, trying to 
shove the caisson out of the ground. 

Here the weight of the cement. which 
is to be used later as a pillar. is made 
use of. As section by section is added 
to the caisson, cement is filed in te- 
tween the outer and inner tube. 


Mighty Upward Pressure 

There are 48 tons pushing upward, the 
cylinder bind; against the earth to the 
extent of a hundred tons, all of which 
force must be overcome. Even if a hole 
Was excavatec out from under the bot- 
tom of the caisson it would aot sink. 

Merely to help push the caisson into 
the ground, the Foundation company 
rented for two months’ use, 350 tons 
of pig-iron ore. Ton after ton of tis 
will be piled on top of the caissons in 
order to make them sink into the 
ground. 

Now when everything is complete. ce- 
ment is poured into the chamber. the 
inner or working tube is filled up and 
the top of the caisson is sealed. None 
of the air pipes or whistle tubes is re- 
moved. The foundation pillar is then 
a reinforced rock built to order. 

Work was begun by The Frundation 
Co. September 10, aud it is thought thar 
the work will be completed by the same 
date in October. There are 30 caissons 
to be put down. ‘ork is carried on 
night and day, with three shifts to the 
24 hours. Rain nor storm will stop the 
men. 

The pillars will have to be sunk to 
varying depths. They will probably 
range from 40 to 55 feet. This is count- 
ing from the bottom of the basement. 
The basement is 15 feet deep, which 
makes the bottom of the caissons 70 
feet below street level. 


For forty-three and three-fourths 
cents an hour these men, “sand hogs,” 
burrow into the bowels of the earth. 
They work in an air-cell six feet in 
diameter, three on one shift. the 
shift changing three times In 24 
hours. Before the superintendent of 
The Foundation Co. will let a man do 
pressure work. he insists that he un- 
dergo a physical examination, 

Indians on the Work 

The superintendent has a reguiar 
crew. all experienced men from New 
York, whom he takes with him wher- 
ever he goes. They are his master 
mechanic, night pressure foreman, 
and day pressure foreman.

Columbia has tried to clamp on the lid. 
In 1877, Judge Samuel Davis of Mar- 
shall, Maj. James S. Rollins of Colum- 
bia, and George W. Kasley of St. Louis 
framed up and secured the passage 
of a law prohibiting the selling of in- 
toxicants to students in the State save 
in commercial colleges. What became of 
the law it is hard to say. Seven years 
prior to this there had been a three- 
mile law applicable te students, the 
same now being only a matter of his- 
tory, its deeds not living after it. 

Saturday night before Christmas last 
year, Columbia disported itself like a 
wiid Western town. Twenty-eight were 
arrested for drunkenness; how many 
the police net missed no one knows. 

The die had been cast, as the high 
school essayists say. Jan. 7, this year, 
Cole fired the first gun in the campaign 
that cleaned up Columbia, by an edi- 
torial in the Independent. It said: 

“Twenty-eight arrests for drunkenness 
in the Athens of Missouri in one day! 
The good citizens of Columbia ought to 
take this matter in hand a.nd make an 
honest effort to cleau up. The people of 
the State have a right to expect and to 
demand it of the town where their sons 
are educated.’’ 


People Ordered More Beer. 


The young people of the churches ap- 
pointed a committee of members of the 
Epworth League, Christian Endeavor 
and of the Baptist Young People’s 
Union. It was headed by L. A. War- 
den, a student lawyer. \irty-five cases 
of violation of the law forbidding intoxi- 
cants to be sold to students were gath- 
ered, and 10 prosecutions resulted. But 
Columbia smiled and ordered more beer. 

The enthusiasts perfected plans for 
having a big mass meeting in the Uni- 
versity: auditorium to crush the head 
of demon rum under the heel of 
righteous public disapproval. overy- 
body turned out, as they do in a smal] 
town, but there was no shouting of 
amens, and enthusiasm lagged. The 
antis got a pretty severe jolt and the 
pros rubbed their hands in glee. 

To take up Tom Hall: Tom Hall is 
a town character. He is big and jolly. 
He dresses well and is a good clubman. 
But he is the proprietor of the leading 
wet goods emporium. His was the 
place frequented by the boys: in the 
eyes of the Civic League, he had to be 
combated. 

Tom Hall now applied to the County 
Court for a new license. His petition 
had the signatures of the required num- 
ber of property owners, bu the law 
enforcers, headed by Cole. thought to

Cole and his camp appealed to 
nevy-General Hadley, and he deelurid 
that the license could not be renewed, 
But it had been, and that setiled it.

Representative Pemberton became vi- 
tally interested in the editorial writ- 
ten by the little schoelboy and came 
t)» Columbia on his’ own accord and 
iiade investigations. He found condi- 
tions as represented and became  in- 
Ccensed. He responded favorably to an 
invitation from the students’ Civic 
League to deliver an address on the sub- 
jeet, “The New Columbia,’ in the uni- 
versity auditorium. 

“I am not thinking so much abvut 
regulating the saloons as I am about 
looting them out,”’ he said. He made a 
Wonderful tirade against the owr. 
Many good citizens who thought Co- 
lumbia a model of civic perfection were 
shocked, to say the least. Every word 
was sent home by his caustic humor. 


Created Great Excitement. 


Pemberton disappeared, but his disap- 
pearance was only the jull before the 
storm. A few days later the town of 
Columbia was set agasp by the news 
that Pemberton had introduced into the 
legislature his five-mile law, which was 
to Prohibit the selling of liquor within 
= miles of the university. If the 
Courthouse in Columbia, the one made 
famous by Joseph Folk in his prosecu- 
tion of Ed Butier, had blown up it could 
not have created more excitement. 

The local Papers suddenly awoke, but 
one and all took sides against the so- 
called misguided Representative of that 
county. Cole’s paper backed Pemberton 
in hot editorials and cartoons. The 
Preachers lined up for the movement. 
But everybody said that the bill would 
not pass the House, and that it would 
S00n die out. 

But the bill did pass the House by the 
immense majority of 104 to 19, being re- 
ferred to the Senate Committee on Crim- 
inal Jurisprudence.

aW Missouri has ever known. Each side 
Sent representatives to Jefferson City 
‘0 argue before the Senate Committee. 
There were a dozen at least on each side.

He wus often interrupted by 
adversaries, but replied by Keen flashes 
of wit.

The voie was five to three in favor of 
presenting the bill, and Cole had won 
the fifth vote. Said Senator Ely, a 
member of the committee, after the de- 
bate: 

“My judgment on the question was 
completely reversed when I saw that 
mere boy student begging us to pass 
the bill in order that his companions 
might be saved from the drink hab-t.”’ 

When Cole returned to Columbia he 
was hailed as a hero by half of Colum- 
bia. and as a traitor by the other half. 

The five-mile law passed the Senate 
by a vote of 18 to 14 and was ready for 
the signature of the Governor. 

But the fight was not yet over. The 
antis brought pressure to bear on Goy. 
Folk, asking him not to sign the bil. 
He was telegraphed by a leading citizen 
of Coluybia not to sign the Dill. 
The City Council became indignant and 
passed resolutions. The Governor signcd 
it.

and his cohorts. The Pemberton 
was to go into effect Jan. 1.. But 
licenses of two saloon keepers expired tn 
July. Thev asked for a renewal. While 
both had been convicted of having tn 
their employ bartenders who had sold 
intoxicants to minors, the Court issued 
them licenses and the City Council ap- 
proved. This was to allow Tom Hall 
and his friend to continue in business 
until the very last minute set down by 
the five-mile law. But the Civic 
Leaguers met them half way, by organ- 
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izing trials against the saloon keepers 
to determine the validity of their Ii- 
censes. It is charged that the Court act- 
ed in bad faith and ~ga.ast the law of 
the State. The case will come up in the 
October term of court. Whatever may 
b+ the result of the trial, the saloon men 
must go outside the city limits five 
miles to sell liquor after Jan. 1. | 

But Czar Cole and the Civic League 
members did not stop here. They are 
now circulating petitions in the county 
to have the colinty vote on local option, 
And so matters rest in the great saloon 
fight. 

Sinte the enforcement of the five-mile 
law has been assured “The Oven,” the 





local funny magazine, 
at how the law would be evaded. 
magazine says that free hacks will py 
back and forth between city and the 
five-mile point, or that a beer pipe- 
operated by compressed air, will be laid 
from the five-mile limit to the univer- 
sity. 

Tom Hall, the affable, is practically be- 
coming reconciled to his defeat.

CCORDING to professors of natu- 
ral history as well as those who 
spend their lives teaching animals 

things which nature never intended 
they should accomplish, the most intel- 
ligent creatures living are sea lions and 
seals. But Capt. Woodward, perhaps 
the most famous trainer of seals living, 
affirms that, though their brains may 
be more highly developed than those 
‘of other animals, they are just as dif- 
ficult to teach. Moreover, some gea 
Ons are “‘smarter’’ than others, some 
seals are quicker to learn than others— 
indeed, there are both sea lions and 
seals so stup'd as to be absolutely in- 
capable of learning the simplest tricks. 
In this respect they very much resem- 
ble dull and bright children. 

Capt. Woodward has tN his troupe 
seven sea ilons and two seals. Two of 
the former, however, are not out of 
school yet and the delights of appearing 
in public are denied them, but they ar.

I find that 
the presence of trained seals gives the 
untrained animal great confidence, and 
if he is very observant, as moat of them 
are, he will soon discover that his com- 
panions get rewards for good work, and 
when it comes to his turn he does his 
best, and no one can do more, 

“When training the animala, as well 
as when they are going through their 
performance, I hold in my hand a light 
cane, which I very seldom use. Occa- 
sionally an obstreperous seal or sea lion 
has to be slapped, just like a naughty 
child, but I think the way they g0 
through their performance is a criterion 
for the friendly relations which exist 
nhetween us.

The entire nervous system 
of the infant had been affected and the will power 
of the child was not sufficiently strong to withstand 
its influence.

NEW use has been 
A humble corncolL and 
straw in fleld or barnyard. 

Experiment has revealed a method of 
transforming the corncob into a coke 
that is hotter by far than that obtained 
from Pennsylvania coal. 

A Cleveland chemist, 
wealthy Eastern capitalists and operat- 
Ng an experimental plant at Beatrice, 
Neb., has proved the commercial value 
of an Invention of J. stussel Coutts, As 
& result, the problem getting cheap 
gas in a region hundreds of miles from 
coal mines has been practically) solved, 

It was Mr. Coutts’ innate love of a 
bonfire that indirectly ted him to make 
what gas men say is certain to revoli- 
tionize the industry in those sections 
remote from the gas coal supply, and 
adjacent to the wheat and corn belt. 

Something over a year ago Mr. Coutts 
was visiting a friend in Canada. Thi 
friend owned a big ranch. He had just 
completed threshing, and the great 
stack of straw that remained had no 
market that justified the expense of 
loading and hauling. So he followed the 
usual custom of burning it. 

Mr. Coutts was given the job of light- 
ing the straw stack. He was glad of the 
opportunity. He noticed that immediate- 
ly above the burning material hovered 
@ familiar blue fume His nostrils were 
assailed by the sickly sweet fumes of 
carbon monoxide, a constituent of water 
gas.

Gramineous gas is the scientific name 
for the product. In common parlance, it 
is corn gas. The process of manufac- 
ture is simple. Practically the same ap- 
paratus as is used for ordinary gas- 
making is employed. 

Instead of shoveling coal into the re- 
torts, bales of straw or cobs are dumped 
in. At the beginning the retort was heat- 
ed with coal, but after the cobs were 
found to produce a better coke, the use 
of coal has been discontinued. 

When the retorts get well heated the 
gas is thrown off, collected, purified aad 
placed in reservoirs or holders. 

Thirty per cent of the original weight 
of the straw, cobs or stalks remains af- 
ter the gas is extracted, and this is 
used to heat the benches or feed the 
boilers. This is about enough raw ma- 
terial to make the process self-contain- 
ing, and eliminates any, necessity for 
coal.

And this ig the man 
who began his career as a train newsboy and whose 
life and achievements are written large in the his- 
tory of the century. 

He hag announced his retirement from active 
business and is going to devote the remainder of his 
life to the solution of such problems as he has had 
in mind for.years. 

“On my sixtieth birthday,” he said, “I made up 
my mind that»I>had ‘had ‘enough ‘of business and 
that I would :give ‘up ‘trying to make money and. 
devote myself entirely to doing what I have always 
wanted to do, but pever’ before have had time to 
take up. It is all*science, pure science, no com- 
mercialism with me henceforth, and I am working 
harder than ever in this new and chosen fleld. 

“As an inventor-I was always engaged tn the ap- 
plication of .science to {ndustry. Every investiga- 
tion and experiment had a commercial end-in view.
